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Report  from  the  President 


In  1876  times  were  rather  desperate  for  the 
South;  Hampden-Sydney  was  no  exception.  The 
modest  endowment  of  the  College  was  lost; 
Confederate  bonds  had  proved  to  be  a  poor 
investment.  Reconstruction  days  permitted  little 
affluence.  Even  so,  President  John  M.  P.  Atkinson, 
who  had  led  the  College  since  1857,  determined  to 
recognize  the  centennial  year.  At  his  request  Mr.  Hugh 
Blair  Grigsby,  a  well  known  historian  in  Virginia, 
delivered  the  commencement  address  which  traced  the 
first  hundred  years  of  Hampden-Sydney 's  history. 

Our  greatest  opportunity  in  commemorating  the 
two  hundredth  anniversary  stands  on  the  shoulders  of 
such  determination  and  devotion.  The  Bicentennial 
Commission  undertook  the  responsibility  for 
presenting  a  celebration  which  would  extend  over  the 
four  years  the  Class  of  1976  was  in  college.  Their 
purpose  was  to  stir  an  intellectual  enthusiasm  on  the 
campus,  to  strengthen  an  appreciation  of  the  heritage 
of  the  college,  and  to  create  a  vision  of  the  role  of 
Hampden-Sydney  during  her  third  century  of  service. 
At  the  growing  edge  of  the  college  community,  i.e., 
among  those  who  have  a  confidence  in  the  College's 
aspirations  for  continuing  excellence  and  a 
commitment  to  work  for  the  realization  of  those 
aspirations,  the  years  of  celebration  have  been 
effective . 

Among  student  leaders,  for  example,  there  have 
been  strong  men  who  joined  with  faculty  in  seeking  to 
stress  the  academic  purposes  of  the  College.  The 
1974-75  Bicentennial  Committee,  with  the  emphasis 
on  America's  cultural  heritage,  brought  outstanding 
programs  in  art,  literature,  music,  and  religion  to  the 
campus.  Enduring  memorials  of  this  year  are  the  mural 
created  by  Mr.  Morton  Sacks  and  placed  in  the  library, 
the  addresses  printed  in  the  Record,  and  the  addresses 
delivered  by  Dr.  Crawley,  Dr.  Howard,  Dr.  Shanley, 
Dr.  Spiller,  and  Dr.  Stovall,  which  are  to  be  printed  in 
a  book  bearing  the  title  of  The  American  Character, 
the  title  of  the  symposium  in  which  they  participated. 

Although  the  College  does  not  face  the  desperate 
times  of  the  1876  period,  the  economic  stress  in  which 
independent  colleges  find  themselves  today  does  strike 
a  kindred  feeling.  Hampden-Sydney  is  not  in  danger  of 
closing  her  doors.  In  many  ways  the  fortunes  of  the 
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College  have  never  been  better.  The  quality  of  the 
faculty,  the  amount  of  the  endowment,  and  the 
support  given  by  alumni,  parents,  and  friends  have  all 
reached  new  records.  However,  the  need  to  maintain 
present  quality  and  to  move  to  greater  achievement  is 
being  severely  challenged  by  the  restraints  imposed  by 
the  inflated-recession  currently  besetting  the  national 
economy.  Except  for  the  record  generosity  of  alumni, 
parents  and  friends,  and  the  corporate  community 
during  the  fund  year  1974-75,  the  quality  of  the 
program  would  have  been  sorely  taxed.  Our 
appreciation  knows  no  bounds. 

Inflation  places  new  demands  on  college 
resources.  Student  charges  must  increase.  Endowment 
must  grow.  Annual  giving  is  needed  in  an  increasing 
amount.  The  College  pledges  to  seek  every  appropriate 
economy  and  to  promote  every  efficiency  consistent 
with  wise  educational  procedures.  In  turn,  we  continue 
to  look  with  appreciation  and  hope  to  all  members  of 
the  college  constituency  for  the  resources  necessary  to 
make  Hampden-Sydney 's  move  into  the  third  century 
strong.

On  the  Hill 


As  the  lazy  days  of  summer  dwindled  away, 
college  students  and  colleges  all  over  the  nation 
prepared  for  yet  another  academic  year.  For 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  it  is  a  very  special  year, 
marking  the  College's  bicentennial. 

On  January  1st,  1776,  Hampden-Sydney  opened 
its  doors  to  approximately  one  hundred  students.  Two 
centuries  later,  the  College  boasts  an  enrollment  of 
795,  the  largest  in  its  history. 

Of  that  number,  205  are  entering  freshmen  and 
16  are  transfer  students.  Nineteen  states,  the  District 
of  Columbia,  and  three  foreign  countries:  Italy,  South 
Korea  and  Uganda,  are  represented  by  the  freshman 
class,  according  to  Director  of  Admissions,  John  H. 
Waters.  "Thirty-two  percent  of  the  class  is  from  out  of 
state,  an  increase  of  10%  compared  to  the  freshman 
class  of  1974,"  said  Waters. 

Not  only  is  this  one  of  the  largest  freshman 
classes,  it  is  also  one  of  the  best  qualified.  For 
example,  the  percentage  of  students  who  ranked  in  the 
top  half  of  their  high  school  class  increased  7%  this 
year,  for  a  total  of  80%  of  entering  freshmen.  Also,  the 
average  SAT  verbal  score  for  Hampden-Sydney 
freshmen  was  473,  a  four  point  increase  compared  to 
the  entering  class  of  1974  and  59  points  above  the 
national  average.  The  average  SAT  math  score  for 
Hampden-Sydney  freshmen  is  538,  compared  to  a 
national  average  of  472. 

As  the  year  gets  underway  for  these  new  students, 
the  Admissions  Office  is  already  well  into  an  intensive 
recruitment  program  aimed  at  next  year's  freshman 
class.  Their  itinerary  includes  visits  to  secondary 
schools  in  15  states  for  sessions  with  prospective 
students  and  guidance  counselors. 


Two  programs  have  been  scheduled  at  the  College 
to  acquaint  prospective  students  with  the  College.  The 
first  of  these  programs  was  on  Saturday,  October  11, 
when  alumni,  parents  and  friends  were  asked  to  bring 
to  the  campus  young  men  who  might  be  interested  in 
Hampden-Sydney.  The  response  was  quite  good, 
according  to  Waters,  with  approximately  160  people 
attending  the  program. 

On  Saturday,  November  8,  a  similar  program 
brought  to  the  campus  all  students  who  have  been 
contacted  concerning  admission  for  1976. 

The  Admissions  Office  initiated  this  year  the 
Admissions  Resources  Program  which  replaces  the 
Alumni  Admissions  Program  and  includes  parents  and 


friends  of  Hampden-Sydney  as  well  as  alumni.  The 
program's  primary  goal,  according  to  Waters,  is  to 
involve  as  many  individuals  as  possible  in  the  area  of 
student  recruitment  so  that  maximum  exposure  can  be 
attained  in  areas  that  are  potentially  fertile  for 
recruitment.  "It  is  my  belief,"  said  Waters,  "that 
Hampden-Sydney's  identity  and  a  general  awareness  of 
the  type  of  program  we  offer  will  be  enhanced  by  the 
Admissions  Resources  Program." 


STUDENT  AFFAIRS 

This  year  there  is  a  wider  range  than  ever  before 
of  college  activities  for  all  Hampden-Sydney  students, 
including  11  chapters  of  national  social  fraternities,  ten 
national  honorary  fraternities,  student  publications, 
dramatic  and  glee  clubs,  eight  intercollegiate  sports, 
WWHS-FM  stereo  radio,  and  the  volunteer  fire 
department.  In  addition  to  these  activities,  the  CAC 
(College  Activities  Committee)  has  scheduled 
throughout  the  first  semester  the  best  movie  and 
entertainment  program  in  years,  according  to  Dr. 
Lewis  Drew,  vice-president  for  student  affairs. 

While  efforts  continue  to  attract  new  students  to 
the  College,  those  that  have  been  here  awhile  are 
examining  all  areas  of  the  College— academic  and 
social.  Guided  by  student  leaders  and  the  student 
affairs  staff,  the  discussions  are  aimed  at  challenging  all 
students  in  a  way  which  will  bring  out  their  best 
qualities  and  inclinations,  according  to  Drew. 

"We  hope  that  these  discussions  will  lead  to 
attitudes  which  support  a  renewed  sense  of 
institutional  pride  and  commitment  to  the  guiding 
principle  established  at  the  College's  founding:  'to 
form  good  men  and  good  citizens  in  an  atmosphere  of 
sound  learning,'  "  said  Drew. 


ACADEMIC  AFFAIRS 

While  students  were  evaluating  their  professors 
for  a  course  guide  book  published  this  past  summer, 
the  professors  were  completing  their  own  two-year 
self-evaluation.  The  Self-Study,  a  thorough  and 
detailed  analysis  of  every  aspect  of  the  College,  is 
required  every  ten  years  for  accreditation  by  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools. 

"The  Self-Study  has  provided  the  faculty  the 
opportunity  to  bring  to  light  their  criticism  of  all 
phases  of  the  operation  of  the  College,"  said  Dr. 
Thomas  Mayo,  acting  vice-president  for  academic 
affairs.  "The  real  benefit  gained  from  the  Self-Study 
will  ultimately  be  measured  in  terms  of  the  impact  it 
has  on  the  course  followed  by  the  College  in  the 
future,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Mayo  cited  several  important  achievements 
during  the  past  academic  year,  including  a 
commitment  to  provide  greater  opportunities  for 
Hampden-Sydney  students  to  pursue  studies  in  foreign 
countries,  the  establishment  of  several  Bicentennial 
Scholarships,  and  the  completion  of  a  second 
successful  Spring  Short  Term  which  involved  139 
students. 


COLLEGE  ADVANCEMENT 

The  Country  Club  of  Virginia  in  Richmond  was 
the  setting  of  the  College's  announcement  to  begin  a 
$10  million  Bicentennial  Campaign. 

The  first  phase  of  the  campaign,  which  began  in 
late  1974,  has  already  provided  the  College  gifts 
totaling  more  than  $1,660,000.  Additional  pledges  of 
$400,000  bring  the  total  to  more  than  $2  million, 
according  to  Vice  President  for  College  Affairs,  Dave 
Tork. 

The  funds  received  prior  to  1975  have  been  used, 
in  part,  to  provide  the  $1  million  addition  to  Eggleston 
Library,  which  more  than  doubles  the  space  of  the 
original  and  provides  additional  book  shelving,  student 
carrels,  microfiche  and  microfilm  storage,  and  seminar 
rooms.  "It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  library  has  the 
most  attractive  interior  of  any  building  on  the  Hill," 
said  Dr.  Mayo.  "It  is  a  pleasure  to  contemplate  the 
years  of  service  to  the  educational  program  this 
expanded  facility  should  afford  us." 

Tork  announced  that  the  second  phase  of  the  $10 
million  campaign  will  be  an  intense  effort  to  provide 
$2  million  during  Hampden-Sydney's  Bicentennial 
year.  Funds  raised  in  this  campaign  will  be  used  to 
renovate  and  restore  buildings  on  the  historic  campus. 

As  a  part  of  the  campaign,  Heritage  '76,  a 
multimedia  presentation  which  was  written  and 
produced  by  Sandra  Keys,  will  be  used  to  introduce  or 
remind  alumni,  parents  and  friends  of  the  College's 
proud  history.  Heritage  '76  takes  viewers  through  the 
colorful  200  year  history  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
beginning  with  the  founding  on  January  1,  1776.  The 
presentation  pays  tribute  to  the  ideals  of  individual 
freedom  and  responsibility  which  have  sustained  the 
College  and  the  Nation  for  the  past  200  years. 

The  immediate  $2  million  campaign  is  being 
called  the  Heritage  '76  Fund  and  includes  the 
conversion  into  a  student  center  of  Graham  Hall 
dormitory,  the  relocation  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Museum,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Hampden  House 
Faculty/Alumni  Club  Complex.  The  Hampden  House 
complex  will  provide  a  place  for  faculty  and  alumni 


groups  to  meet  and  will  enable  the  College  to  host 
special  institutes  and  workshops  in  the  future, 
according  to  Mr.  Tork. 

When  completed  the  new  student  center  will 
house  the  grill,  post  office,  book  store  on  the  main 
floor  and  offices  for  the  student  government, 
newspaper,  radio  station  on  the  second  floor.  The 
exterior  of  Graham  Hall,  which  was  constructed  in 
1833,  will  also  be  restored  in  keeping  with  the 
architectural  integrity  of  the  historic  structure. 

Since  its  construction  in  the  19th  Century, 
Graham  Hall,  like  most  of  the  older  buildings  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  has  served  many  purposes. 
Originally  built  as  a  home  for  President  Jonathan 
Cushing,  it  served  as  a  residence  for  the  college 
presidents  until  early  in  this  century.  After  this,  it 
housed  the  alumni  office  and  the  1916  addition  was 
used  as  the  gymnasium.  Rival  basketball  players  of  that 
period  sometimes  still  complain  that  Hampden-Sydney 
men  had  an  unfair  advantage  in  knowing  exactly  where 
to  bank  their  shots  on  the  exposed  pipes  in  Graham 
Gym.  The  infirmary  followed  the  gymnasium.  The 
entire  building  was  converted  to  a  dormitory  in  the 
1960's. 

Hampden-Sydney  College  is  unique  among 
colleges  in  its  approach  to  providing  physical  facilities 
which  are  adequate  to  meet  changing  needs.  Instead  of 
new  buildings,  the  older  buildings  which  are  historic 
landmarks,  have  been  preserved  and  renovated  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  20th  Century.  Enrollment  has  been 
increased  but  not  to  the  extent  that  the  individual 
faculty /student  relationship  has  decreased. 
Hampden-Sydney  has  remained  true  to  the  vision  and 
ideals  of  its  founders.  The  Bicentennial  Campaign  will 
enable  the  College  to  meet  the  challenges  of  its  third 
century  through  the  support  of  its  loyal  sons  and 
friends.

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THE  CODICIL  CLUB 


Over  the  years  bequests  from  alumni  and  friends 
have  meant  much  to  the  students  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
The  increase  in  endowment  through  bequests  has  made 
possible  scholarships  and  has  helped  with  faculty 
salaries  and  campus  needs.  In  the  current  1975-76 
session  over  one-fourth  of  the  student  body  receives 
some  form  of  financial  aid,  averaging  approximately 
$1,500  per  student. 

In  1947  the  market  value  of  our  endowment  was 
$370,803.  Today  it  has  grown  to  $8,500,000.  A  large 
majority  of  this  increase  is  due  to  those  who  were 
encouraged  20  or  30  years  ago  to  include  the  College 
in  their  wills. 

The  amount  given  and  the  purposes  have  varied 
greatly.  For  example,  Charles  W.  Alley  '45  left  $1,500. 
Mrs.  Hermann  Cohn  left  $5,000  in  memory  of  her 
husband,  an  alumnus  of  the  class  of  1902.  One  of  our 
most  recent  bequests  was  from  Dr.  William  C. 
Chewning,  Jr.,  Class  of  '67,  who  left  1%  of  an 
insurance  policy  which  he  began  while  still  a  student  at 
Hampden-Sydney. 

Two  friends  of  the  College  -  Mr.  Herman  Swanson 
and  Mr.  George  A.  Alexander  left  $200,000  and 
$236,000  respectively.  Mr.  Willoughby  S.  Hundley, 
Class  of  '12,  after  whom  the  stadium  is  named,  left  the 
College  $50,000  in  his  will.  Mr.  Curry  Carter  '15  left  to 
the  College  one-third  of  his  entire  estate.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Henry  Y.  Ingram  '18  have  made  a  bequest  of 
one-seventh  of  their  estate  to  the  College. 

Dr.  Thomas  H.  McGavack  '17  established  a  trust 
fund  to  endow  a  chair  of  bio-chemistry  to  honor  his 
family.  Joe  E.  Cox,  Jr.  '28  created  a  trust  fund  of 
$100,000   to   construct   a  lecture  room   in  the  new 


science  building  in  memory  of  his  mother.  Mr.  David 
Squires  '27,  former  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
established  a  trust  fund  of  his  estate,  the  income  going 
to  his  wife  and  later  the  principal  to  the  College.  We 
could  continue  on  and  on,  but  no  doubt  you  are 
familiar  with  others  who  have  or  are  including 
Hampden-Sydney  in  their  wills. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  established  a  special 
committee  to  concentrate  on  Estate  Planning.  The 
members  are:  Lewis  G.  Chewning  '27,  Bernard  Bain 
'28,  Royal  Cabell  '43,  George  Taylor,  and  Joe  Trotter 
'35,  who  handles  the  details  at  the  College.  The 
Committee  has  two  goals:  to  encourage  all  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  College  to  write  a  will  and  to  review  it 
each  five  years  as  conditions  change  and  to  have  each 
person  include  Hampden-Sydney  in  his  will  or  in  a 
codicil  to  an  existing  will. 

The  committee  decided  to  create  a  very  special 
club,  called  "The  Codicil  Club,"  to  recognize  those 
alumni  and  friends  who  include  Hampden-Sydney  in 
their  wills,  trust  funds  and/or  insurance  policies.  We 
are  pleased  that  all  members  of  the  committee  are 
charter  members  of  The  Codicil  Club.  There  are  41 
charter  members  at  this  time,  and  we  hope  that  many 
other  alumni  and  friends  will  become  charter  members 
during  the  College's  Bicentennial  year. 

During  the  past  two  centuries,  bequests  to  the 
College  have  provided  timely  financial  resources  which 
have  helped  undergird  and  advance  the  total 
educational  process  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Thoughtful 
bequests  will  continue  to  provide  the  most  significant 
support  for  the  people,  programs,  and  physical  plant  of 
the  College  during  its  third  century.
